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AN EFFECTUAL “ PULL” 


The Court of Criminal Correction is again 
brought into bad eminence by the com- 
plete failure of justice in the cases of pol- 
icy gamblers arfested for violation of the 
anti-gambling law. 

There is no more pernicious form of 
gambling than policy dealing, which 
thrives on the credulity of youth and ig- 
norance and the foolish hopes of the poor. 
It is run by the lowest class of swindlers. 
The city has recently been flooded with 
dealers whose flourishing shops have been 
conducted with brazen effrontery under the 
noses of the people. The Police Depart- 
ment has made vigorous effort to shut the 
shops and punish the gamblers but With- 
out success. 

The reason for the powerlessness of the 
police was clearly shown inthe record of 
policy cases published in yesterday’s Post- 
Disra rok. That record shows that the 
enforcement of the law fails in the ma- 
chinery of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion. The law-breakers cannot be pun- 
ished through that court. 

In the long list of arrests made by the 
police a few light fines have been imposed, 
but nearly all of these fines have been re- 
mitted by Judge Claiborne. In other cases 
the prisoners have either been discharged 
by Judge Claiborne, ‘‘nolle prosses“ have 
been entered in their favor by Prosecuting 
Attorney Dierkes or warrants have been 
refused by the Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney on the ground thatit was useless 
to attempt prosecution. Thus the law 
against gambling has been practically 
nullified for the benefit of these law-break- 
ers. 

An uglier phase than is usually found 
in the defeat of justice in this court is 
given to these cases by the fact that the 
policy shops seem to be run by a combi- 
nation in charge of several infamous ring- 
sters from another city. Citizensare war- 
ranted in asking, after reading the dam- 
ning record of these abortive efforts to en- 
force the law, whether another gambling 
ring is fastening its corrupt ‘‘cinch’’ on 
the city. Their ‘‘pull’’ is effectual.

ORGANIZED VAGABONDISM. 


The pernicious influence of the so-called 
industrial armies which are marching on 
Washington under the leadership of those 
two commanding demagogues, Frye and 
Coxey, is not confined to the support of 
vicious functions of government and 
paternal legislation. There is a menace to 
the American people in the example of 
successful organization which these 
vagrant bodies give ordinary vagabonds. 

The country has heretofore had to deal 
with the tramp as an individual or in 
small groups whose power to levy on the 
resources of communities or isolated citi- 
zens has been limited in the main to volun- 
tary charity. The tramp evil has been bad 
enough in this form, but it has been endur- 
able and has offered no great menace to 
the public security and welfare. The only 
terrorism which the people have suffered 
has been caused by individual lawlessness. 

But the march of the Coxey and 
Frye armies through the country opens 
a new and menacing phase of vaga- 
bondism. If these organized bands of 
men can travel without trouble through 
the country obtaining plentiful supplies of 
food and clothing at the expense of other 
people and can camp in Washington as 
charges on the public treasury the possi- 
bilities of successful vagabondism are 
vastly increased through organization. 
These men are organized under leaders 
and disciplinary regulations. They say 
in substance to the people, we pro- 
pose to break no laws, to indulge 
in no violence and to harm no one. But 
all know that the clear condition of this 
restraint is abundance of foodand clothing 
and the privilege of proceeding 
without molestation. The. commu- 
nities through which they pass 
reason that it is better to feed them than 
to fight them. Their success, therefore, 
in obtaining supplies is merely @ species 
of terrorism, the vicious influence of 
which may have as potent an effect in 
Washington as on the road. 

The value of organization as a means of 
getting a living without work is the les- 
son of this organized band of tramps to all 
tramps. The organized band escapes the 
dangers of punishment and privation 
which attend the individual tramp. The 
condition had better be confronted and 
dealt with now than later, when the 
lesson has done its pernicious work. The 
people who from generosity or fear are 
feeding the Coxey and Frye bands are 
nourishing an evil which may grow intoa 
great public nuisance and danger.

Wrongs Ripened Into Right. 
From the Indianapolis News, 

We hear much about ‘‘vested rights.“ It 
is well to reflect that in many cases vested 
rights’’ are only ancient wrongs or abuses 
grown respectable by long continued tolera- 
tion. Men in one generation, often by 
questionable methods, secure control of some 
franchise or privilege by which competition 
is checked or monopoly power acquired. and 
whena later generation demands reasons 
for the continuance of the abuse, they who 
are profiting by it at the people’s expense 
shout ‘‘vested rights. Thereisforcein the 
plea, to be sure. Weare not denying that. 
For when a community or a nation confers 
unusual privileges or creates abuses it has 
assumed certain obligations, albeit to its own 
hurt. And when it comes to itself and sees 
that the vested rights’’ are really vested 
wrongs it cannot, without doing more 
wrong, proceed to destroy them suddenly 
and by violence. Wrongs that have been al- 
lowed by acommunity to vaunt themselves 
as rights have at least this right, that in be- 
ing abolished or reformed those who are de- 
pendent upon them shall not be harshly 
dealt with. And in reforming old sbuses 
men should take care that they do not allow 
new ones to grow up.

would respect the rights of property not to 
a limited extent, but fulty. Me would leave 
to him who produces wealthandto him to 
whom the title ofthe producer passed all 
that wealth; no matter what its form, it de- 
longs to him. 

On the other hand we would take for the 
uses of the community the value of land for 
the same reason.

New YorK, Aprilé.—The Associated Press 
has through its correspondents in all the 
counties of New York in Whien fruit raising 
is an industry of magnitude, collected data 
regarding the effect of the recent cold snap 
upon orchards and vineyards. In the main 
trees and vines wintered well. 

Only in a few localitiés was there uny con- 
siderable damage done by the cold weather 
of the last days of March, and for the most 
part the injury was restricted to the peach 
orchards. Ulster County, in the valley of the 
Central Hudson County, suffered most, 
though even there the buds are not all 
biasted. 

Cherries and apricots have also been dq am- 
epee by the late frosts, but of these fruits 
there is still promise of a full average yield. 

In some localities strawber plants have 
been killed, Dut this ig not at all general. 

All reports agree that the outlook for a 
fine yield of grapes was never better at this 
season of the year. 

Apples and pears also promise well.
